■ The inquiry naturally arises: Did 
tli is difference always exist ? By no 
means; for if you will take the trou 
blc to investigate you will ascertain that 
In Mexico there has never been any limi- 
tation on the coinage of either silver or 
gold at a ratio of 16.30 to 1, but that the 
Government has never pledged to keep 
the two dollars on a parity. The conse- 
quence is each dollar as it is coined de 
pends upon its bullion price as its basis 
or value. And though there has been no 
restriction on coinage of gold, gold 
coins of Mexico are a curiosity in that 
country, and one of them will purchase 
anywhere in tbat Republic tl 00 of Mex- 
ican silver dollars and but one American 
silver dollar. 

"Now. sir. if you will supply yourself 
with a table of the bullion value of an 
ounce of silver in London for the past 
thirty years and compare the quotations 
of silver ounces and Mexican silver dol- 
lars you will find tbst the Mexican dollar 
rises and falls with unerring certainty 
with the bullion value of silver. Com- 
mencing as far back as 1870, when the 
average price of silver per fine ounce was 
00 9 16 pence for SI 32 in gold. Mexican 
silver dollars sold readily in the United 
States for tl 10 in gold*. 

"Coming down to 1873, prior to that 
'alleged crime,' you will find tbat silver 
per fine ounce had fallen to S9r pence, 
and Mexican silver dollars were selling 
in the United States for but a little over 
tt 08 in gold, and following on down 
year by year, leaving off tbe fractions, 
that silver per fine ounce was quoted: 
58 56-52 51 51 30-50 48-45-41-47 (1800 Sher- 
man Act) 45 89 (repeal of Sherman Act) 28 
I, 39. These are the average 
prices per year from 1873 down to 
and including 1896 In pence.

"1 will, di-ar sir, give you another fact 
which has an important relation to this 
subject, and that is, the Mexican laborers 
on the Texas side of the Rio Grande have 
from time immcmorinl been paid in Mex- 
ican money, and in all this fall in 
value of the Mexican dollar they have 
continued to receive tbe same number of 
dollars per month. That is to say, they 
got from $9 to #15 per month in 'It 
when Mexican money was worth fl 10, 
and are getting the sume wages today in 
the Mexican money, when it is wi 
only fifty three cents on the dollar and 
everything they buy on this side is priced 
in American money. 

"One more fact and I am through. 
American ingenuity, pluck and capital, 
with the assistance of improved machin- 
ery and methods, can now convert moun- 
tains in Mexico into silver and make a 
profit in selling their bullion at thirty 
cents an ounce, snd all they need is 
unlimited market to Increase the output 
of these mines to almost any amount. 

"You must not forget the [act « 
you hear tell of the prosperous condition 
of free-silver Mexico that millions and 
millions of foreign capital has poured 
into that country In the past twenty- 
years to develop her wonderful resources 
under the protecting band of Portiro Diaz, 
the greatest and most conservative states- 
man of this age." 

AT THE COST Or LAHOR. 

The principal factor in tbe recent pros 
peritygSf Mexico is the cheapness of labor. 
An American largely engaged in manu- 
facturing enterprises there writes: "All 
over Mexico the workingman gets today 
the sume wages in silver as he got when 
the silver dollar was at par. In one 
ceru in Mexico where I employ 800 
ku are now paying just the same am 
n silver dollars as we did years 
hough for our product we are getting 
just the same price In gold as we 
ben. Now, though the worki 
inly gets a dollar worth 53 J cecti 
dace of the dollar that used to be worth 
100 cents, all articles of commerce have 
'isen from 50 to 100 per cent. Whogaii 
by this? The capitalist, of course. 

A manufacturer, a coffee grower or 
mine owner (except a silver mine owner) 
can produce an article for which be gets 
paid on a gold parity, but he pays his 
workmen in depreciated silver, or only 
about one-half he did before. No won- 
on such a hasis Mexican Industries 
making rapid strides, but at whose 
expense? Tbat of tbe working classes. 
The average daily wages in Mexico to- 
day for unskilled labor is 25 to 50 cents, 
and for skilled labor 50 cents to SI Mexi- 
can currency, or the equivalent of 
about 13 to 26 and 26 to 51 cents United 
States currency. Now, these Mexican 
are by no means an unhappy 
or discontented class. On the contrary, 
they live with as mnch freedom from 
care as the birds of tbe air. They kftve 
ho fears, no hopes, no ambitions. Their 
wants are few, a cottbn suit, a serepe, 
straw hat and sandals for their ward 
robe maize 
food, and an 
or pulque, with plenty of tobacco, which 
a« gets dirt chesp— that is all. 

' The Mexican workman, as long as he 
is punctually paid, does not grumble 
or kick. He asks himself no questions 
as to what his employer makes. Strikes 
snd labor combinations are unknown. 
The Mexican Government would soon 
put an end to what we see almost dally 
occurring in this country. He never 
saves anything, so the accretion of 
wealth does not trouble him, and he 
knows nothing about spring beds, por- 
terhouse steaks or pianos As 1 have 
said, he lives contentedly and uncon- 
cerned for the morrow as a bird, never 
looking forward and never looking back- 
ward, till the day comes when he is, 
cofflnless. wrapped In bis cotton suit and 
■erape an d laid to rest."

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 4 — Officially 
the 30th annual encampment of the O.
